With  this  thought  in  mind,  we,  the  staff  of  the  Kaleid- 
scope,  have  tried  to  portray  life  at  Hampden-Sydney. 
We  hope  that  now  and  in  the  years  to  come,  this  book 
may  recall  many  happy  memories  of  life  on  the  "Hill." 


THE  INSPIRATION  OF  A  NAME 


111  1776  tlie  Tliirteen  Colonies  began  tlieir  struggle  for 
iiuiependenee.  W  iiy  tiien  siiould  a  college  in  A'irginia,  the 
leader  in  tliis  fight  for  liberty,  be  named  for  two  English- 
men? Although  we  ha\e  no  accurate  record  of  circumstances 
surrounding  the  naming  of  Hampden-Sydnev,  these  reasons 
may  be  readily  conjectured. 

Tlie  one  idea  which  pervaded  the  thoughts  and  actions  of 
these  founders  of  our  school  may  be  summed  up  in  one 
word — Liiierty.  In  the  immortal  words  of  one  of  the  first 
trustees,  "Give  me  liberty  or  give  me  death!"  Small  wonder 
then  that  the  idols  of  these  early  patriots  were  men  who  had 
given  their  very  lives  for  liberty.  And  in  what  better  way 
could  these  two  men  be  honored  than  liy  having  a  small 
liiieral  arts  college  bear  their  name;  a  college  where  the 
ideals  of  its  founders  Avould  be  passed  on  from  generation 
to  generation. 

Jolm  Hampden  had  begun  his  struggle  for  liberty  nearly 
a  century  and  a  half  before  our  Declaration  of  Independence 
was  written.  He  was  well-born,  highly  educated,  and  heir  to 
an  ample  fortune.  Yet  Hampden  did  not  choose  this  easy 
life,  for  it  meant  abject  sei-vice  to  a  selfish  and  unscrupulous 
king.  Instead  he  sided  with  an  oppressed  people  in  their 
struggle  for  liberty.  After  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  of 
fearless  service  for  this  cause,  he  died  the  death  of  a  martyr 
while  leading  a  lirilliant  charge  against  the  king's  forces  at 
Chalgrove  Field,  ^vhere  he  was  mortally  wounded. 

But  this  cause  of  English  libertv  was  not  to  go  uncham- 
pioned.  Another  brilliant  young  nobleman,  Algernon  Syd- 
ney, took  up  the  fight  where  Hampden  had  left  off.  Sydney's 
service  for  liberty  is  a  long  tale  of  brilliant  exploits.  Upon 
the  restoration  of  Charles  II,  Sydney,  for  defiance  of  the 
king,  was  exiled  for  seventeen  years.  But  he  returned  to 
England  to  take  up  again  the  cause  of  liberty.  He  produced 
a  great  book,  ""Discourses  on  Government,"  which  became  a 
handl)ook  for  those  who  loved  civil  and  religious  liberty. 
Finally  he  too  died  the  martyr's  death.  He  was  falsely  con- 
victed and  beheaded,  his  chief  crime  having  been  that,  in 
his  own  words,  ""from  my  youth  I  endeavored  to  uphold  the 
common  rights  of  this  land,  and  the  true  protestant  religion, 
against  corrupt  principles,  arbitrary  power,  and  poverty." 

Surely  it  ^^■as  fitting  to  immortalize  these  two  men  by  nam- 
ing the  new  educational  institution  Hampden-Sydney  College.

Through  the  various  course  of  one  hundred  eighty-one 
years  Hampden-Sydney  College  has  enjoyed  the  succes- 
sive dedicated  efforts  of  seventeen  presidential  admini- 
strations, which  constitute  a  collective  consecration  to 
the  ideal  of  Christian  education  in  the  liberal  arts,  the 
supreme  purpose  and  vital  hope  which  has  led  these 
our  Presidents  to  provide  the  history  of  this  College  with 
cherished  examples  and  honored  achievements  of  fi- 
delity and  vision;  in  token  of  our  ineffable  gratitude  we 
advance  this  volume  in  commemoration  of  the  body  of 
Presidents  of  Hampden-Sydney  College.  The  history 
of  Hampden-Sydney  is  the  record  of  her  Presidents;  the 
traditionally  academic  atmosphere,  founded  upon  stand- 
ards and  quality  of  students  and  faculty,  the  physical, 
intellectual,  and  spiritual  facilities  with  which  the  Col- 
lege is  endowed,  her  entire  tenor  and  direction  of  life, 
all  producing  the  development  and  cultivation  sought 
here,  all  mirroring  the  essence  of  human  spirit  devoted 
to  the  human  intellect  to  be  encouraged  here,  all  are  her 
Presidents'  legacies  to  Hampden-Sydney. 

Now  tlie  College  cannot  consist  simply  in  an  attitude 
of  mind ;  it  must  pursue  an  oljjective  of  wortli  with 
means  conducive  to  its  attainment.  The  objective  of 
worth  is  supplied  by  the  context  of  our  cultural  heritage, 
and,  ultimatelv,  it  gave  birth  to  Hampden-Svdnev  as  an 
institution  of  liberal  learning.  But  the  presidential  task 
embraces  the  conception  and  administration  of  the  means 
necessary  in  achieving  this  cherished  goal.  As  may  be 
seen,  our  Presidents  have  been  blessed  with  the  faculty 
of  vision.  W'hy  do  we  seek  vision  in  what  commonlv  is 
an  educational  administrator?  We  aver  that  Hampden- 
Sydney  is  not  a  common  institution,  requiring  an  ad- 
ministrator as  president;  rather  we  insist  that  this  is  a 
Christian  educational  institution  requiring,  therefore,  a 
Christian  educational  philosopher  to  guide,  guard,  and 
direct  its  progress  and  achievement. 

As  we  reflect  upon  the  men  who  thus  far  have  executed 
the  Presidency  of  tiiis  College,  there  is  suffused  in  us  a 
pride  of  association,  nay,  communion  with  the  collective 
result  of  a  confluence  of  soul  and  mind  into  a  body  of 
tradition  which  compels  an  humility  and  gratitude  for 
one  hundred  eighty-one  years  of  perseverance  in  the 
attainment  of  an  ideal  imperishable  and  implacable  so 
long  as  truth  survive  and  men  of  God  seek  her.

'The  present  campus  is  the  outgrowth  of  two  colleges: 
one  being  Hampden-Sydney  College,  originally  consisting 
of  Gushing  Hall  and  the  Alamo;  and  the  other  the  Lnion 
Theological  Seminary,  composed  of  Penshurst,  Venable  Hall, 
and  Middlecourt.  The  Seminary  moved  to  Richmond  in 
1898,  and  their  buildings  eyentually  were  given  to  the  col- 
lege. With  additions  between  the  two  old  campuses  we  find 
the  oresent  one  consisting  of: 
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1.  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY:  gift  to  Seminary  made  the 
erection  possible  in  1880:  rear  annex  added  in  1936:  orig- 
inal section  burned  in  1941:  re-erected  in  1949. 

2.  MIDDLECOURT:  built  in  1829  and  called  Boston; 
Richard  Venable  acquired  it  in  1898. 

3.  VENABLE  HALL:  originally  the  main  building  for 
Union  Theological  Seminary;  "Stagger  Inn:"  built  in  1825; 
main  portion  1830-31;  now  houses  freshmen  and  the  dining 
hall.

4.  PENSHURST:  erected  in  1829  by  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  which  gave  it  its  name;  name  was  changed  in  1898 
to  Penshurst.  home  of  Algernon  Sydney  in  Kent,  England; 
today  it  is  a  faculty  home. 

5.' JOHNS  AUDITORIUM:  named  for  Dr.  Frank  Stod- 
dard Johns.  Chairman  of  Board  of  Trustees,  1938,  erected 
as  assembly  hall  and  chapel  in  1951. 

6.  BAGBY  HALL:  in  honor  of  John  Hampden  Chamber- 
lain Bagby.  the  science  building  was  erected  in  1922;  con- 
tinues to  house  the  chemistry,  biology,  and  physics  class- 
rooms and  laboratories. 

7.  GRAHAM  HALL:  front  section  erected  in  1833;  called 
Old  President's  Home;  alumni  and  student  publication  of- 
fices are  located  here  now;  annex  added  as  gymnasium  in 
1916  and  named  for  college  president,  Dr.  Henry  Tucker 
Graham:  1954  it  was  turned  into  a  dormitory  and  infirmary. 

8.  MEMORIAL  GATE:  plans  originated  in  1919  as  a 
memorial  to  alumni  killed  in  World  War  I;  built  by  private 
subscription  in  1921. 

9.  BELL  TOWER:  The  Asa  Dupuy  Watkins  Bell  Tower; 
built  in  1934  with  bricks  coming  from  locations  significant 
to  the  college's  historv. 

10.  MORTON  HALL:  gift  from  Samuel  Packwood  Mor- 
ton in  1936  for  academic  building:  named  for  his  ancestor 
John  Morton,  charter  member  of  the  Trustees. 

11.  McILWAINE  HALL:  originally  called  Memorial  Hall 
and  used  as  chapel  and  classroom  until  1936;  present  name 
taken  after  president  of  Hampden-Sydney  1883-1904,  Rich- 
ard Mcllwaine. 

12.  CLSHING  HALL:  first  used  as  a  chapel,  classroom, 
and  dormitory  when  built  between  1822-30  at  cost  of  S29,- 
400.  now  houses  upperclassmen. 

13.  THE  ALAMO:  located  west  of  Gushing  Hall;  oldest 
building  in  the  community:  erected  in  1817  for  President 
Moses  Hoge;  later  boarding  house  until  turned  into  a  faculty 
home  at  turn  of  the  centurv. 

14.  VENABLE  FIELD:  so  named  Death  Valley  by  the 
University  of  Richmond,  who  had  great  difficulty  in  de- 
feating the  Tigers  on  their  home  field. 

15.  GAMMON  GYMNASIUM:  erected  in  1939-40  to  take 
place  of  old  gymnasium  in  Graham  Hall;  front  annex  added 
in  1955  for  offices  and  lounge. 

16.  TENNIS  COURTS. 

17.  COLLEGE  CHURCH:  present  building  erected  on  site 
of  old  College  Church  in  1865:  it  is  not  owned  by  the  college, 
but  is  a  separate  entity  itself. 

18.  PI  KAPPA  ALPHA  FRATERNITY  HOUSE. 

19.  KAPPA  SIGMA  FRATERNITY  HOUSE. 

20.  SIGMA  CHI  FRATERNITY  HOUSE. 

21.  KAPPA  ALPHA  FRATERNITY  HOUSE. 

22.  LAMBDA  CHI  ALPHA  FRATERNITY  HOUSE. 

23.  OAK  LODGE  (house  for  those  who  do  not  choose  to 
join   a   fraternity). 

24.  THETA  CHI  FRATERNITY  HOUSE  (the  latest  ad- 
dition to  the  campus  being  completed  in  1955). 

25.  COLLEGE  CEMETERY  (southern  section)  and  Col- 
lege Church  Cemetery   (northern  portion). 

26.  THE  SIGN:  Virginia  historical  marker  tells  briefly 
the  history  Hampden-Sydnev  has  witnessed. 

27.  WESTMINSTER  HALL:  now  houses  the  adminis- 
tration offices:  built  c.  1850  as  a  residence  and  later  as  a 
dining  hall  for   Seminary  student. 

28.  COLLEGE  SHOP:  the  College  Shop  and  Tea  Room 
were  added  to  the  campus  in  1928-29. 

29.  POST  OFFICE:  added  in  Dr.  Gammon's  administra- 
tion in  1942. 

30.  CHI  PHI  HOUSE:  formedy  called  Edinburgh  and 
used  as  dormitory  for  married  Seminary  students;  1925  be- 
came the  Chi  Phi  Fraternity  House.

Dr.  Joseph  C.  Robert  was  graduated  magna 
cum  laude  from  Furman  University  in  1927.  He 
received  his  M.A.  at  Duke  University  two  years 
later,  and  did  his  doctorate  work  at  Duke  and 
Harvard. 

He  was  Instructor  of  History  at  Ohio  State 
University  and  later  taught  at  Duke  University 
where  he  was  made  Associate  Dean  of  the  Gradu- 
ate School  in  1948,  and  a  year  later  Professor 
of  History.
